While there is no doubt tiuit un- 
der all tilt circunistLiiioi'S a very credita- 
ble Uaiiadiaii exhibit will be Tii.ule, those 
who look for aiiytliini,' e.\.l ranrtliiimy will 
be disappointed. It is imw impus.sible 
that it can be otherwise. NV'lion the de- 
partment of fisheries decided upon making 
u Canadian exhibit it was late in the .sea- 
son, wliile a vast amount of preparation 
v/aH imperative. The exhibition will in- 
clude all the lislios known in Cuinidiau 
waters; an e.xpo.sition of tlioir niethud.s of 
reproduction, breodiiij,', protiJction, de- 
struction, propagation by artificial meann ; 
how they are caught and cured, the cau.soa 
at work retarding iiicren.sing ivud other 
inattcrB, such as the means employed in 
catching, the agencies of destruction, etc. 
But Btreus will be chiefly laid on what 
Canada jiroduces, wliile thi.s is the very 
matter in which those interested in the 
exliibition find themselves eiubarraaaed. 
No one doubl.s (lie pei'uli.ii- fiine.^s uf Mr. 
Wilmot to manage tliis aflair, for he is the 
pioneer and leatiiiig .spirit in ull tlui im- 
portant matters reliiiinp' to tlio oxteii.sinu 
of our fisheries liy art laoi.il inean.s; but 
liuw ia the season when the female salmon 
'■e in an advanced atago of prognuncy 
'<d the males rough and out of form. 
j.^^t ia now Mr. Wilmot is selecting his 
Jyjjnens of salinriii, which must iieces- 
U^j, do injiiBtico to what the country 
'reduce. It is true ho will bo able to 
■btilin from the refrigerators of dealers 
n the lower provinces fish caught earlit'i- 
n the season, but those have been roughly 
landled, and suffer in the ice -bins. To 
indeavor to make a respectable exhibit 
from these lish above mentioned here, 
""ould'bd like making a lunnan exhibition 
NU taking the speciinen.t from u lying in 
. lital. 

j^Qiit this is not the only drawbaci;. 
idermists, to mount Rah in ruspecl- 
form, are impossible to find here, 
art of the taxideriiiitit does not seem 
MOave gone out in the direction of pre- 
pni"8 tiahes. While in a nuinber of 
y^.sea you find birds and animals "put 
.{)," you scarcely ever tind a fish. 'I'liere- 
fure.the work now Mr. Wihnot will be 
ubliged to entrust to amateurs, and the 
work -of these amateurs will bo brought 
face to face with tlie best skill of Fliirope. 
That we will gain inuoii liy contrast i.s t(jo 
much to hope. lJul under the circum- 
stances a fair e.\lubit will l)e made Par- 
ties are now actively eliyaged collecting 
specimens uf tisiies, their food in aeii crea- 
tures and sea plants through the maritime 
provinces, and will be so em|)loyed till 
the spring. In one respect the Canadian 
exhibit will unquestionably be eciual if 
not superior to anything from Kuropo or 
the United States, and that is in the dir- 
ection of fish culture. Far advanced 
though they are in the I'nited States in 
this respect, aided by such a distinguished 
scientist as Professor liaird, they will not 
bo up to Canada; for in their past history 
they have copied much of the methods 
originated and adopted by 2>h: Wilmot 
at NcwCBBtle. The success iu the domin- 
ion hatching houses has been moat 
marked, and tlie hatching apparatus 
wliich will bo exhibited will readily ac- 
count for this. 

In addition to the exhibit of Canadian 
fishes ond the means employed for catch- 
ing, supporting and propagating, statis- 
tics will bo furnished showing approxi- 
mately the value of our general fisheries; 
its increase or periodical fluctuation, and 
other matters of general increa.su. Mr. 
Wilmot will be in charge of the Canadian 
exhibits, and the exposition will continue 
piz^'nibntht from the first of May.

The original Brit- 
aina -yere j<3el^, whose'" langnago was 
neither Saxqniior EnglislS:^ Thdr island 
was seized - by the Romans before tlie 
birth of Christ, and th'Sy were held in 
subjectiou for 500 years, but in nil that 
time they did not become Latinized, and 
when their iniiaters left thoy carried the 
Latiu laugfago with them. 

.A.ftor the Komous camo the Saxons. 
jRut their occtipaliou bf'tiie pland hail a 
very different result They were mos- 
tera'of flib c&Vnfry|for '^^n'^ou* same 
length ,ot time, 'but th'ey cfiased: vfary 
soon to- bo foreigners; and so complete- 
ly did ' they eruhih onf the original Brit- 
ains, or so comiiletcly mold them into 
their own manners and customa, that 
the whole (vmiitiy, with some small ex- 
coptiou.s, liecaiue Siixon and the Sasoii 
lauguago wa.s the hmgnago of the peo- 
ple. • - . . i 

The Saxons, in their turn, were con- 
quered by the Normans. Wlien Will- 
iam came over in 1066, he and his ret- 
iuue of NTorman eaptuius came as ma.s- 
ters, and for many years the country 
was governed by the sword. The estates 
of the Saxon lujblo.s were confiscated 
ami poaaes.sed by their N'orman conqiier- 
ors, the Saxon.s were despised and tram- 
pled ninler foot, the maunor.s and cna- 
toins of the comnierovs pervaded the 
higher cirolos of social life, and Xonuan 
Prenofa was the langimgo of the King 
and his court, of Parliament, of the 
courts of law and of the official records. 
Btit still the Saxon language maintained 
its hold with wonderful tenacity. At 
first the Normtin nobles sent their sons 
to France to bo educated, but, 
as the Norman rule became coufinncd 
by time, tbe.se French cotinectious were 
grndnally- weakened, while the necessity 
of couuunuicatin;!; with the Saxon boors 
who did thii drutlgery of tho kingdom 
brought into familiar nse many Saxon 
worda and phrases; and perhaps as many 
French"^ were caught up by the Saxon 
laborers. .This neoessory.^. intercourse, 
continuing tlu'ough many geheriations, 
converted these two languages into a jar- 
gon which ■wa.s neither Saxon nor French, 
but a bad mixture of both, with some 
remnants of the Celt and tho Dane. 
But it crept by degrees into Parlinmeiit 
and tho educated circles, wasadooted by 
some of the ruder poets, was retbiced to 
something like grammatical forms, and, 
in tho course of 200 years, came into 
general popular use as the English 
language. 

In the year 1800 the Englisli-speak- 
iug populations amounted to about 
twenty-four millions. 

Whittaker's almanac for 1881 putsthe 
uuiulierof English-speaking people at 
oi^^bt; -<iiio millions, showing a growth 
ill eiglity years of lifty-soveu millions. 

The older languages do not increase 
in tho samo ratio — Oenuau is now spo- 
ken by sixty millions, French by forty 
millions, and Eassian by frft^'-five mill- 
ions. 

These facta illastrate with amazing 
clearness tho tendency of those great 
forces which are i-ogenorating the world. 

Wherever goes tho English language 
goe.3 also tho English Bible; and wher- 
ever the Bible goes, there is an intense 
love of freeilom and an equal hatred of 
iajtibtice and o)ii)roPHioii. There, also, 
is to he found the ehiucli, the Sunday-' 
school, tiie niiiii.stcr of religion, the 
newspaper and all tbo.so appliances of 
civilization whiidi mai'k the jirogress of 
tho age.

i Wluui we are hearing ho much of tl ■ 
. ilbi.striiiu.s diploinntibt who at Coastanli- 
! nople iu proving himself to be more than 
la match for tho sinuous Turk, we iiuiy be 
allowed to recall the first occasion on 
; which we ever heaid the name of Lord 
Diiii'erin. It wan from the lips of .-Vlex- 
ander Smith, luid on the occasion of his 
return from a visit which tho author of 
the " Life Drama " had paid to Invorary 
i wherq he was th.e guest of the Duke of 
jlAi^yll. ' Of iUl tlie'.i»einbera of .the party 
I assembled at the castle no one had made 
' such a jirofonnd impression on Smitli as 
' the young Irish noblonian, who at that 
; time was fpiite unknown to fame, for ho 
j had not yet issued the " Letters from 
j high Latitudes," which first brought his 
loid.ship into public notice. Wo well re- 
member tho quiet enthusiasm with which 
the Glasgow biiio spoke of tho Irish peer; 
and it was l a.sy to see that Lord Duflerin, 
like Lonl [i.ier to liurns, had met Smith 
: on thor ,.^h terms of e()iiality, and won 
I his hen . : , ncjt merely by his intellectual 
brilliniiey, but also by his lingle, unaf- 
fected, briithorly feeling, Tho Iwo had 
! taken to each other; and our blue ribbon 
I friends must not tliink b.idly of them 
when we tell tliem how regularly each 
morning after breakfast Lord DuU'erin 
mid .Smitli took a long stroll together up 
(ib'ii \t\iy, the w.ilk always toriniiiating 
at a cet tain place w here a good glass of 
"tlie wine of tho north" w.os.tu bo ob- 
tained. This was probably all the more 
appreeiatod on account uf the fact that 
even then temperance drinks were in 
vuguo at the enstle, which, it is to bo 
feared, neither the jieer nor tho poet 
' greatly relished. 

It Would he of no small interest to-day 
I if we were able to report tho dialogues of 
I Dutl'orin and Alexander Smith on those 
I forei:oon walks from Loch Fyno to Loch 
.■\we, which I lie two young inon so great- 
ly enjoyed thirty years ago. Only one of 
I tile two lias heei: sjinred to fultil the high- 
est hopes of admiring friends; and it is a 
point of some value that A hixauder Smith 
gave us in those days an estimate of Tjord 
Uutferlii which his lordship's brilliant 
aehieveineiit's in Canada and in the Ea.st 
I have no more than contirmcd. On tho 
] otlier Iiaiiii, it was :i tine tribute to tho 
I young Scottish poet that, in the midst of 
! a liridiaiit company, in a castle where iii- 
: teileetual and moral worth counts for 
j more than titul.ir distinctions. Smith was 
singled out. foi' .special ttjkeiis of good will 
I by the man wiio now stands at tho head 
of all iunbassadors who spouk at foreign- 
I'l.urt.H in the nuine of Great Britain. —
